SOUTHERN WOMEN’S WAGES. 


The custom of moral, political 


and industrial reformers in the north 
and east of representing the south 
as backward, bourbonish and brutal 
in labor conditions, is s6 common 


that. fresh attacks from. those 
sources no longer heat us up. 


On the contrary, it is really 
amusing at times to note how those 
critics are made to “fa’ down and 
go boom’’ by the indisputable facts 
of a case. 

For instance, in the recent tex- 
tile labor troubles stirred up in the 
Piedmont area by the bolsheviks of 
an alleged eastern “union” repudi- 
ated wholly by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the eastern and 
northern papers and people were 
treated to horrific tales of the pau- 
perizing treatment given to mill 
workers in the south. Hogsheads 
of tears were figuratively shed over 
the ‘“‘starvation wages” paid to the 
“‘poor, emaciated women mill 
hands!” 


But now comes the director of 
the women’s bureau in the federal 
department of labor reporting the 
results of the official survey in 11 
states representative of the textile 
industry and employing 88.5 per 
cent of all the wage earners en- 
gaged in cotton manufacturers in 
the United States. While it dis- 
closes that between 1924 and 1928 
average full-time earnings of the 
women workers has declined nearly 
13 per cent, the heavier declines 
were made in the six northern 
States. Taking into full account all 
the factors of difference between 
the age-experience and the physical 
environments, those heavy declines 
throw a large burden of explanation 
upon the northern mill people. 

In Georgia, for example, the de- 
cline of women’s full-time cotton 
mill earnings from 1924 figures to 
those of 1928 was four-tenths of 
1 per cent, which figures exactly 
5 cents per week! In North Caro- 
lina the drop is 5.9 per cent; in 
South Carolina-it is 4.3 per cent; 
but in Alabama there is the only 
advance shown by any of the 11 
States, being a rise of 4.5 per cent. 

Consider, by way of contrast, 
that the wages of women mill work- 
ers fell, in. the same period, 10 per 
cent in Rhode Island; 12.9 per cent 
in Connecticut; 14.4 per cent in 
New Hampshire; 15.5 in Maine; 
16.2 in New York, and 18.2 in 
Massachusetts, touted as the state 
of ideal labor conditions in its cen- 
tury-old mills.

Jefferson thought it should be possi- 
ble for the civilized nations of the 
world to institute a general tribunal 
and endow it with powers like those 
these American states (nations, he 
ealled them)—have. conferred upon 
the federal supreme court. 

It was in the thought of Jefferson, 
who was a pre-eminent “pacifist, 
as the term is understood today, that 
nearly every subject of international 
dispute, then deemed a sufficient casus 
belli, could be safely submitted to a 
common court of international le - 
vers who would find a solution for it 
‘short of massacreing millions of inno- 
cent men” and devastating large areas 
of the earth. 

At the time when Jefferson thus ex- 
pressed his views there were strong 
movements under way in this country, 
in England, and in Russia for that 
“renunciation of war” that the pres- 
ent Kellogg pact contains.

The Initial Arbitration Compact. 
In my knowledge of history the first 
definite compact between nations to 


resort to arbitration before consider- | 


ing resort to war was made in the 
treaty of Ghent between the United 
States and Great Britain, ending their 
war of 1812-14. 

That treaty was signed in an at- 
mosphere saturated with divine inspi- 
rations—on Christmas eve, December 
’4, 1814. Henry Clay, John Quincy 
Adams and Albert Gallatin, I believe, 
were our American commissioners. 
They were men who certainly felt the 
influence of the “Prince of Peace.” 
They knew the sentiments of their 
American constituents. They translat- 
ed those sentiments to the British com- 
missioners with the result that the 
treaty contains the first known com- 
pact between assumed Christian na- 
tions to submit their future disputes 
to peaceable and juristic arbitrations. 

For more than half a century the 
compact held good and dormant, for 
in all that time no necessity arose to 
invoke it.

Our National Policy Is Fixed. 

The policy of the United States 
was further advanced by the treaty 
of Guadaloupe Hidalgo between this 
country and Mexico after their fa- 
mous war. It was expressly agreed 
therein that the two nations would 
never resort to war with each other 
until after every effort of diplomacy 
and arbitration shall have failed. 

Since the Alabama claims arbitra- 
tion there have arisen issues between 
this country and Great Britain, Ger- 
many and lesser powers, all of which 
have been zomposed by the method of 
arbitration. 

So strong has been our national 
disposition for pacific settlements be- 
tween nations that congress has sev- 
eral times suggested action to consti- 
tute some fixed method of arriving at 
them. 

Back in 1874, in Grant’s adminis- 
tration, congress adopted the follow- 
ing: 

“Resolved, That the president of 
the United States is hereby author- 
ized and requested to negotiate with 
all civilized powers who may be will- 
ing to enter into such negotiation for 
the establishment of an international 
system whereby matters in dispute 
between different governments agree- 
ing thereto may be adjusted by arbi- 
tration, and if possible without re- 
course to war.” 

If that joint resolution has ever 
been repealed I have never heard of 
it, and, if unrepealed,, it still supplies 
President Hoover with a full warrant 
to agree with the nations in the estab- 
lishment and operation of this same 
“permanent court of international 
justice’ at The Hague. Why not?

Other Americans Were Agreed. 

In the year 1890 the representa- 
tives of 17 American republics met in 
Washington and 16 of them adopted 
a resolution to the following effect: 

“The republics of North, Central 
and South America hereby adopt arbi- 
tration as a principle of American in- 
ternational law, for the settlement of 
all differences, disputes or controver- 
sies that may arise between them con- 
cerning diplomatic and consular priv- 
ileges, boundaries, territories, indem- 
nities, rights of navigation, and the 
validity, construction and enforcement 
of treaties, and in all other cases, 
whatever their origin, nature or oc- 
casion, except only those which in the 
judgment of any of the nations in- 
volved in the controversy may imperil 
its independence.” 

Whereupon our congress again re- 
quested our president to negotiate 
with other nations in the samé¢ gen- 
eral behalf. 

So that the senators who are threat- 
ening to thwart the participation of 
this nation in the world court, under 
reservations which perfectly safeguard 
our sovereign rights, will be fighting 
against the confirmed sentiments of 
the American people for so long as 
125 years.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Dec. 
10.—(?/)—The U. 8S. 8S. Galveston, 
which reached Jacmel several days ago 
with a small body of reinforcements, 
will leave port tomorrow for Port-au- 
Prince, stopping at Aux Cayes, Jere- 
mie and Miragoane en route. 

The 108 outposts of the nacional 
garde, which have been in constant 
communication with headquarters, to- 
day reported everything was quiet and 
that conditions were reassuring. 

The policy of High Commissioner 
Russell and the brigade commander 
has been to have the garde function 
under the gommand of its own com- 
mandant and to assume control of 
things’ with the marines held in sup- 
port at Port au Prince and Cape Ha- 
tien.

CHINACLAMPS DOWN 
GID CENSORSHIP 


SHANGHAI, Dee. 10.—(/)—The 
nationalist government today conceal- 
ed with a wall of censorship the activ- 
ities of rebels in several provinces of 
the Yangtse Valley, as British and 
Japanese warships steamed up the 
river to protect their nationals. An 
American flotilla also is expected here 
Thursday. 

As is usual in China when import- 
ant events impend, censorship was 
clamped on tightly. No news came 
through concerning the rebels who for 
several days have threatened Nanking 
and«gainst whom the government has 
been concentrating 75,000 men; there 


was silence regarding the mutiny of 
fourth division troops who defeated 
loyal forces at Chang Chow, 100 miles 
from Shanghai Sunday, and nothing 
was divulged of the activities of Tang 
Seng-Chi, nationalist general who re 
volted and was.reported to be mobiliz- 
ing 50,000 men in Honan province 
against the government. 

On the contrary, foreign naval re- 
ports said that all was quiet up the 
Yangtse river and that foreigners were 
returning to Ichang, from which they 
fled when the city was reported yes- 
terday in danger of capture by rebels. 
Nationalist troops having returned to 
Nanking, the capital, conditions were 
reported improved there. Several for- 
eign families and leading officials de 
cided to remain in the city from which 
numerous foreigners have departed, 

But in Canton, south China, the 
roar of rebel artillery was heard as 
the “ironsides division” rebels pressed 
closer to the city. They were reported 
to have broken the government lines 
on a wide front and the fall of Canton 
was reported to be imminent,

GIANT STILL 
FOUND ON FARM 
OF ATLANTAN 


JONESBORO, Ga., Dec. 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Clayton county officers today 
destroyed the biggest still ever found 
in this section of the country when 
they raided a place operated on a 
farm owned by P. P. Jackson, bonds- 
man, of Atlanta.

Eminent Surgeons Take Part. 

Taking part in the informal dis- 
cussion of technical papers read by 
surgec.3 of high rank in the south, 
including such subjects as “Phrenic 
Exairesis in the Treatment of Tuber- 
culosis,” illustrated, were such emi- 
nent surgeons as Dr.. Charles H. 
Mayo, of Rochester, Minn., and Dr. 
Howard Kelly, of Baltimore, Md. An- 
other distinguished surgeon in at- 
tendance upon the meeting is the pic- 
turesque Dr. R. C. Coffey, of Port- 
land, Ore. 

“[T would consider it a progressive 
move on the part of the American 
College of Surgeons,” Dr. Burch de- 
clared in his annual address, ‘‘and the 
special examining boards to require 
at least three years of hospital work 
before a candidate can appear before 
them for consideration. If a three-year 
hospital training was required by 
these bodies it would compel the staffs 
of the recognized hospitals to devote 
more time to the training of the 
house staff. 

“A plan I would advance to my 
fellow surgeons for adoption as a 
policy of this association would be to 
require, after graduation, one year’s 
service in medicine in any good hos- 
pital—no one can become a good sur- 
geon unless he has received medical 
training—and the second year in path- 
ology. The third, fourth and fifth 
years should be spent in wards, lab- 
oratories and operating rooms, depend- 
ing, in a measure, on what the grad- 
| uate desires to specialize in. 

Not Too Many Specialists. 

“There are not too many special- 
ists in the medical profession,’ Dr. 
Burch declared, “but they should be 
self-sufficient unto themselves, 

“It seems to me that this problem 
of training the future surgeon to meet 
this economic situation is a major 
problem of medical education not 
heretofore attempted. 

“IT hope to see the time when medi- 
cal schools will equip certain conven- 
|iently located rooms with all the ap- 
| paratus and materials which the fu- 
ture physician will require in practice 
so that modern diagnosis can be ac- 
complished in his own office with 
equally good results. 

“It is a weakness,” Dr. Burch 
added, “to place a man on a full-time 
basis and make him turn over to the 
hospital feels he collects from private 
patients in that institution. It creates 
an unfriendly spirit.” 

Ernest Given Ovation. | 

When Dr. J. G. Ernest, 85, of At- 
lanta, one of the oldest of practition- | 
ers, entered the meeting he was recog- 
nized by President Burch, presiding, 
and given a great ovation. 

Assertion that while science has 
succeeded in prolonging human life it 
also has resulted in an increase of 
cancer was made before the Tuesday 
meeting by Dr. Charles Mayo, of the 
famous Mayo clinic. 

“Science has succeeded in prolong- 
ing life from an average age of 35 
or 40 to about 58. Only about five 
per cent of the cancer cases occur in 
young people. It is essentially a 
disease of older persons and generally 
in the late 50's or 60's. 

“More than 4.000 different kinds 
of cancer treatment have been tried 
out.” Dr. Mavo added. “Some of 
them seem to suggest important pos- 
sibilities. The trouble is that claims 
often are made prematurely,

forward pass, he is usually rushed so 
hard that he is’_ cirtually forced -to 
throw to a determined point, and has 
no opportunity to observe defensive 
players’ movements. 

Successful use of the forward pass 
depends much upon,the deception em- 
ploy@d both by thrower and receivers. 
After it has been indicated that a for- 
ward pass play is probably a_ good 
forward passer can deceive a defense 
by threatening to throw to one receiv- 
er and then passing to another. 

As a rule, a taller man has an ad- 
vantage in passing, because his vision 
and observation cannot be blocked so 
esily by the defensive rushers. ' This 
does not mean that a shorter man can- 
not be successful, but it is essential 
that he get his pass off much faster 
or use more distance for his protec- 


tion.’ 
BEST RECEIVERS. 

It is only natural that talér men 
are better for receivers, because they 
are more easily spotted by the passer, 
and then, too, passes can be thrown 
a little higher to them. ‘This feature 
alone makes it difficult for short de- 
fensive backs. 

It is also important for receivers 
of forward passes so far as possible 
to receive the ball on the side which 
places their body between the ball and 
the defensive player attempting to cov- 
er them. 

The forward pass has become a de- 
termining factor in the results of most 
important games. The uncertainties 
created by it have, no doubt, stimulat- 
ed public interest. oe 

Some coaches believe restrictions 
should be placed upon the undiscrim- 
inating use of the pass in last-minute 
desperate attempts to win. 

A rule which would create a more 
severe penalty for failure to complete 
passes might we worth consideration, 
The rules today provide a penalty of 
5 yards for the second and third in- 
complete passes in a series of downs. 
In my opinion, a penalty of 15 yards 
for the third incomplete pass would 
not be too severe.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—@)—A 
favorable report on the Hawley bill 
to provide settlement of the French 
debt as requested by President Hoo- 
ver in his annual message was recom- 
mende@ today by the house ways an 
means committee. 

The senate finance committee has 
before it a companion measure Intro- 
duced by Chairman Smoot. 

Chairman Hawley, of the house 
group. said he would seek early aec- 
tion there, and Smoot has said he 
would call the measure up in the 
senate as soon as possible. 

The house committee vote followed 
quickly the testimony of Under-Sec- 
retary Mills, of the treasury, who ex- 
plained details of the settlement pro- 
viding payment of $4,025,000,000 over 
a period of 62 years. 

Hawley declined to make the roll 
eall public, but opposition was indi- 
cated during the hearing by Repre- 
sentatives Garner, of Texas, the mi- 
nority leader, and Rainey, democrat, 
Illinois. Representative Crisp, demo- 
crat, Georgia, a member of the Ameri- 
can debt commission which  nego- 
tiated the settlement, repeated hie 
views that the sum represented every 
cent America could hope to get from 
the French. 

Mills said the French financial site 
uation was “infinitely better” than i 

926 when the plan was drawn, add 
ing that the commission had fore- 
seen stabilization of the france 
considering the debtor country’s abili- 
ty to pay. The narrow margin of 
eight votes by which the French cham- 
ber of deputies ratified the agreement 
last summer was singled out as evie 
dence that the figure named repre 
sented a sum beyond which that na- 
tion would refuse to go. 

Mills agreed with Crisp that ia: 
effect the settlement was for noth- 
ing more than the money loaned te 
France since the armistice. The 
Georgian said he wanted this re- 
corded, as an answer to allegations. 
made by some, he said, that America 
sought to extort “blood money” from 
one of its allies during the world war. 

Chairman Hawley announced in 
the house late today that he expected 
to call the debt settlement up for a 
vote on Thursday. Permission was 
granted for Representative Rainey to 
file minority views on the committee 
approval.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 10.—()— 
A bill to earry out the adminisctra- 
tion’s prison reform program for two

PRESENCE OF TROOPS 
CAUSES MINE WALKOUT 


TAYLORVILLE, Ill, Dee. 10.— 
(United News.)—One of the strangest 
labor strikes in the history of Ameri- 
can mining turned this prosperous 
coal village tonight into a military 
post, bristling with machine guns and 
rifles. 

When the National Miners’ Union, 
which the United Mine Workers of 
America calls a communistic organiza- 
tion, called a strike at four Peabody 
Coal Company mines yesterday, no 
one paid much attention and most of 
the workers continued to dig for coal. 

But the nationalists made up in en- 
thusiasm what they lacked in numbers 
and soon were picketing the mines 
with wildly shouting groups of strik- 
ers. Minor violence, such as the ditch- 
ing of automobiles and fist fights, was 
reported. 

So 600 national guardsmen, armed 
with machine guns, rifles and bay: 
onets, were hurried to the scene by 
truck, under orders of state authori- 
ties. 

The guardsmen deployed about the 
town and concentrated particularly at 
the mines. 

When more than 1,000 regularly af- 
filiated union miners’ reported for 
work today, they saw the troops 
guarding the mine property and re- 
fused to enter the shafts. They said 
they were not striking, but that union 
principles forbade them to work under 
the protection of soldiers.
